Special Meeting of Chamber of 
Commerce to Plan For 
Farmers’ Day. 


Orders affecting drivers of automo­ 
biles for hire in and near Gettysburg 
without the requisite .certificate of 
public convenience from 
the State 
Public Service Commission, 
were re­ 
ceived here, Thursday, the result of 
two test cases taken from this bor­ 
ough before the 
State Commission 
last month. 
During the 
month of August, 
J . 
Francis Stallsmith, a licensed taxi op­ 
erator of this place, filed a complaint 
with the 
Public Service 
Commission 
against George Buohl, who was alleg­ 
ed to be operating a motor vehicle for 
hire, without the state certificate. 
A hearing on the petition was held 
before Major E. M. Vale, of the Pub­ 
lic Service Commission, at Harrisburg, 
on August 21 and the decision of the 
commission was received here Thurs­ 
day by William Hersh E sq., attorney 
for the complaintant. 
The ruling of the commission states 
that Buohl shall hereafter “cease and 
desist from operating a motor vehicle 
as a common carrier 
until he shall 
have obtained from the Public Service 
Commission 
a certificate 
evidencing 
the commission’s requisite approval of 
such service.’' 
At the time of the hearing in Har­ 
risburg, Buohl, through his attorney, 
J , L. Williams, Esq., filed a petition 
for the requisite certificate from the 
Commission to operate a motor vehicle 
as common carrier in Gettysburg and 
vicinity. 
Numerous witnesses on this 
petition were heard before Major Vale 
chief of the 
Bureau of Public 
Con­ 
venience. 
Together with the order restraining 
Buohl from operating a motor vehicle! 
as a common carrier, the Public Ser- j 
vice Commission 
issued a decree 
in ' 
which it states that the applicant has j 
failed to establish under the evidence 
advanced, that the service is “neces­ 
sary and proper” and therefore refus­ 
ed to grant the certificate 
of public 
convenience. 
A complaint was laid by James E. 
Weikert, 
a licensed driver, 
against 
Benton D. Gilbert, at the same time 
Mr. 
Stallsmith 
laid 
information 
against Buohl. 
Hearing on this com­ 
plaint was held cotemporaneous with 
that of Buohl, and Weikert was sus­ 
tained . 
The restraining order is similar to 
that handed down in the case of Buohl. 
However, Gilbert did not apply for a 
certificate of public convenience such 
as Buohl sought at the time of the

care of this uniform demand only, it 
is apparent th at any interruption 
in 
the regular production during the sum­ 
mer months is bound to create a short­ 
age which cannot be overcome. 
“Except for a few thousand 
tons 
recovered monthly by dredging from 
the rivers coal washed down from the 
mines, there has been no production 
since April 1st. 
There are no accu­ 
rate figures as to stocks of anthracite 
usually carried by producers, by deal­ 
ers, or in the bins of household con­ 
sum ers. 
It is known, however 
that broadly 
speaking, stocks of anthracite are ex­ 
hausted. The strike has already caus­ 
ed a five months interruption in nor­ 
mal production—a shortage amounting 
to 
approxim ately 
30,000,000 
tons. 
While the 
su b sta tio n 
of domestic 
sizes of bituminous coal for anthra­ 
cite and increased use of gas, coke or 
oil 
may reduce to some extent the 
normal w inter demand for anthracite, 
there are many difficulties in the way 
of a general use of these substitutes.” 
“The statem ent, which was issued 
for the information of the members of 
the National Chamber, is accompanied 
by a chart which 
sets forth the 
changes in total production and total 
wages paid in the anthracite industry 
since 1913.

FIND LARGEST WHITE OAK TREE 


State Foresters Visit Tree Said 
Be 300 Years Old 
To 


The grandfather of all white oak 
trees in Southern Pennsylvania has 
been discovered through a publicity 
campaign by the State Department 
of Forestry. 
This 
gigantic tree is 
located on the 
farm of Levi 
Maus 
Miller, near Sell’s Station, three miles 
south of Hanover. 
J . S. Illick and 
Thomas H a n s o n , of the State De­ 
partm ent, recently visited the tree and 
took measurements of its size. 
The 
exact age of the tree 
is not known, 
but experts agree that it is at least 
300 years old. 
Five feet from the ground, the tree 
measures sixteen feet five inches in 
circumference. 
Eighteen inches from 
the 
ground, it is 
twenty 
one feet 
nine inches around. 
At the ground, 
the m easurement is thirty one feet. 
The spread of the branches is 116 feet 
and 8 inches, while the tree is 98 feet 
high. 
The tip of the longest branch 
is 63 feet from the base of the tree 
It is estimated, this mammoth white 
oak contains at 
least twenty cords 
of solid wood. 
The tree shows no 
signs of deterioration, it is said.
